Campaign ’98 under way

* Gary Davis, last year’s disqualified 
presidential election winner, is taking 
another shot at the office of president of 
the Associated Students Inc. 

- Davis, along with Dan Freschi, director 
for undeclared students, was deemed eli- 
gible Friday by student affairs to run for 
office. 

Both Davis and Freschi filed for the 
office of president. 

- Davis said he is aware students may 
be hesitant to vote for him this year due 
to his disqualification by the ASI Appel- 
late Council for violations during last 
year’s campaign. 


“That is one image I am most afraid 
of,” Davis said. “We are dotting the I’s 
and crossing the T’s on this campaign.” 

Davis, who beat incumbent President 
Sandra Schlemmer by four votes’in the 
spring election, was found guilty of vio- 
lating three sections of the election code: 

¢ Posting campaign materials before 
the filing period. 

¢ Using ASI office facilities for his 
campaign. 

¢ Violating publicity and posting poli- 
cies. 

Schlemmer was found guilty of one 
violation: using adhesive-backed cam- 
paign materials. However, ASI’s Appel- 
lant Council disqualified Davis and al- 
lowed Schlemmer to be sworn in. 


Davis objected when the ruling was 
made in May — and still believes he is 
innocent. 

“IT think there was confusion. If (the 
Appellate Council) had heard my story I 
would never have been disqualified,” 
Davis said. 

Freschi said the conflict between Davis 
and Schlemmer has grown tiresome for 
students. 

“We need a new slate of ideas, fresh 
ideas,” Freschi said. “It is time for a

Professors showcase 
classroom technology

The future of education took a step forward 
as CSUS faculty members gathered to show off 
their technology-based teaching techniques 
Friday. 

Web-based course material, e-mail discus- 
sion groups and video-conferencing were the 
hot topics of the day at the Faculty Technology 
Showcase, sponsored by the CSUS Teaching, 
Technology and Learning Roundtable. 

“The sexiness is luring all of us in,” said 
Andy Fisher, keynote speaker for the event. 
Fisher is the market development manager for 
Addison Wesley Longman’s hard science pub- 
lishing group. 

- Fisher presented the idea of textbooks on 
CD-ROM, book publishing and course packs 
-—— specially published collections of articles 
and textbook material. 

At one of the many demonstration booths, 
professor Jean-Pierre Bayard showed off his 
electrical engineering online testing system.

After his lectures, students will take a timed test 
on the Web, allowing him to see how well the 
students understand his lectures. 

English professor Fred Marshall offers his 
assignments and class handouts on the Web 
along with copies of the computer-generated 
slides he uses in class. He also links his page to 
other English instruction resources. 

“Tt allows students to review material,” he 
said. “If they missed a class, they can pull 
materials from the Web.” 

Marshall told of his vision for classes to only 
meet once every two weeks, with coursework 
being completed outside of class individually 
or in small groups. Questions would be ad- 
dressed via e-mail and assignments could be 
shared electronically for review by all. 

He is looking for feedback from students on 
all his ideas. 

“T want to know from students how attrac- 
tive that is,” he said. 

CSU, Chico faculty member David Swanson 
gave a presentation on distance education at the 
event. Swanson, professor of exercise science, 
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English professor Fred Marshall takes part 
in the faculty technology show Friday. 


discussed his work with the College of the Red- 
woods, in Arcata, to bring health services classes to 
high school students in Humbolt County. 

He helped establish the program to give high 
school sophomores and juniors a vision of their

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Clash over 
scheduling 


continues

Primary complaints about current class scheduling 
practices are being sidestepped by administrators, ac- 
cording to Associated Students Inc. Director of Arts and 
Letters Jennifer Helms. 

Early this year, Helms and ASI Director of Science 
and Mathematics Kim Shaw voiced their concerns on 
scheduling in a letter to CSUS President Donald Gerth 
and Jolene Koester, provost and vice president for aca- 
demic affairs. 

In the letter, Helms and Shaw condemned zero-cap- 
ping courses — offering a course in the course catalog 
while blocking enrollment — a process they blame for 
problems with last semester’s class schedule. They also 
outlined the following means to avoid future scheduling 
problems: 

e Ensuring availability in the second semester of all 
two-course series to students finishing the series. 

¢ Offering the second semester of all two-course series 
in the same time frame as the first, and with the same 
professor. csp: 

¢ Requiring-each department to provide alist of high- - 
priority classes two to three years in advance of schedul- 
ing. | 

e Offering a tentative class schedule three semesters in 
advance. 

Koester responded to the letter with a memo; in which 
she explained that departments plan their schedules six 
months before the semester. She added that teacher avail- 
ability — coupled with shifting student demand and the 
availability ofresources —can result in significant changes 


in the class schedule, Koester said. ; 
Zero-capping is used to reserve space for possible 
overflow in popular classes, Koester said. 
“Tt gives deans opportunity to plan ahead of time,” she 
said. “Otherwise, there is no easy way to add aclass to the 


schedule.” 


She also suggested using the Internet, where an up- 
dated schedule is available throughout the semester. 

Shaw said her main concern with the class schedule is 
that it misrepresents class availability. 

“They (students) are being misled by the departments 
and the schools,” said Shaw. 

Helms said she found Koester’s responding memo 
unsatisfactory. 

“She has completely missed the point of half the 
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stuff,” said Helms. 
She said Koester’s description of the university’ s

Course repetition policy 
approved by Faculty Senate

CSUS’ Faculty Senate approved a mea- 
sure modifying the university’s grade re- 
placement policy last week after replacing 
the initial measure with one containing stron- 
ger language. 

Students can now repeat a course once 
without department approval for a better 
grade. However, the second grade, better or 
worse, will be the one computed into the 
student’s GPA. 

Senators were asked to reform the policy 
by the Senate’s Academic Policies Commit- 
tee. The committee members wanted to make 
department standards consistent, ensure fair- 
ness to students who don’t repeat courses, 
and end the ability of students to keep repeat- 
ing courses to earn higher grades. 

- In the works since October, the measure 
was approved without debate by the Senate. 

Under the new policy, if a student wants to 
retake a course more than once, he or she must

get departmental approval. Departments can 
limit the number of repeats taken by a student. 

Though the student’s first grade will re- 
main on the transcripts, it becomes available 
for other institutions, such as medical and law 
schools, for GPA calculations. 

The grade earned in the second attempt, 
even if it is lower, will be used in GPA 
computations at CSUS. However, the first 
attempt will remain on a student’s transcript. 

Additional attempts, with department ap- 
proval, will be averaged together for GPA 
calculations. This way, students can’t keep 
retaking courses without penalty, simply to 
keep up their grades. 

At its meeting Thursday, the Senate also 
began consideration of a measure directing 
its executive committee to create a panel of 
at-large members to review the membership 
structure of the Senate. The panel would 
consider recommendations for changing the 


Senate membership from a departmental ba- 


sis to one reflecting the schools, with addi- 
tional representation by at-large members.

The California State University system 
is planning to draw students onto a near- 
empty campus on Fridays with alternative 
course schedules, according to Provost and 
Vice President of Academic Affairs Jolene 
Koester. 

Students are not discontented with the 
traditional schedule, said Koester, referring 
to the results of a recent CASPER survey. 

According to Koester, the university’s 
goal is to offer classes when they are most 
convenient for students. 

“Alternative class-starting times freed 
up previous restrictions,” said Koester. 

Most courses currently offered are 
grouped on Mondays and Wednesdays, or 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. This type of sched- 
uling leaves the campus virtually empty of 
students on Friday, according to Koester. 

Koester said plans are in the works to 
increase the use of physical space on cam- 
pus next fall, such as three-hour-long semi- 
nar courses to be offered on Fridays. 

These new programs would meet once a 
week for 15 weeks, or twice a week for eight 
weeks. 

Some departments currently offer such 
seminars, such as the chemistry department 
with Chemistry 294, a seminar in chemistry. 

According to department chair James 
Hill, there is also the possibility of a 
weekend lab section. The only drawback 
is a weekend lab section would require the 
stockroom be open, he said. This would 
require a rearrangement of current stock- 
room work schedules, or paying overtime

Cornerstones — the CSU’s plan to take 
the university system into the 21st century

Included in the plan is a call to provide 
sufficient physical space, better use of cur- 
rentcampus facilities, consideration for year- 
round and special sessions, and a more in- 
tensive use of space during the week, suchas 
on Fridays, evenings and weekends. 

Additionally, opportunities for worksite 
and expanded distance learning should’ be 
explored. More night courses would allow 
working students to attend the university. 

“The Cornerstones game plan found a 
need to offer programs and courses in a non- 
traditional manner,” said Tom Krabacher, 
chair of the Faculty Senate. 

According to Krabacher, by bringing stu- 
dents to campus on Fridays, Saturdays and 
evenings, CSUS can put to use 20 percent of 
the underutilized space. 

The decision to implement an alternative 
schedule rests at the department level: Some 
have been making the option available for 
years, while others are just now examining 
the possibilities. 

The art department started offering non- 
traditional courses more than 10 years ago. 

“The problem with graduate students 
working was art lends itself to work best 
when taughton along day,” said Pat Stapleton 
from the art department staff. 

According to the English department, it 
is looking into the amount of interest among 
faculty for the possibility of teaching on 
alternative schedules in the future.

Author uses honesty to enlighten 


Doug De Bias educates readers about ‘Finding Your Own Reality’

dismiss the faith of others. 
‘He argues that, upon closer inspection, most world 


For most students, it is not until college that they 
experience their first taste of true freedom and re- 
sponsibility. Away from the watchful eyes of con- 
cerned parents, students are left to their own devices, 
trying to establish a path to personal happiness. 

Over the course of “Coming of Age in Babylon, 
Finding Your Own Reality,” author Doug De Bias 
plays the role of path guide. 
Drawing upon personal ex- 
periences as examples, De 
Bias provides logical, clear- 
headed suggestions and ad- 
vice for dealing with some of 
life’s more complex issues. 

His fast-paced, clever nar- 
rative manages toremain both 
informative and intriguing 

without becoming preachy. 
Each chapter is clear, con- 
cise and compelling, offer- 
ing colorful examples and 
parables that reinforce the 
book’s main themes. 
Perhaps the most impor- 
tant premise of the book is 
the idea that true spiritual 
happiness will never be 
found in the acquisition of 
material goods. 

In atime when so many students are already saddled 
with immense credit card bills and loan debts, De Bias 
describes these pleasures as passing and encourages 
students to look for satisfaction in other areas. 

Although his writing can best be described as 
spiritual in nature, De Bias makes a point of distanc- 
ing himself from organized religion. Disturbed by 
the extent to which a spirit of bitter competition 
continues to exist between organized world reli- 
gions, he questions the moral high ground of any 
religion that would be so arrogant as to belittle or 





religions actually conform to the same fundamental 
basis, a general theological principle of “love, 
tolerence, fidelity and forgiveness.” 

He writes that it is, in fact, “very unlikely that ‘God,’ 
any god worthy of our support, would think any less of 
a person for honestly believing in something else. If 
there is a benevolent god in this cosmos, its, her, or his 
message would be accepting and loving of ALL.” 

Perhaps De Bias’ most 
effective trait is his abso- 
lute honesty. Rather than 
depending upon exagger- 
ated scare tactics to get 
his point across, he makes 
a point of using facts. 

“[S]hortcuts to Ecstasy 
are the same shortcuts to 
Hell. Speed still rots your 
teeth, coke is still a fast 
train to nowhere, angel 
dust is still largely made 
of animal tranquilizer, 
and acid is no more likely 
‘safe’ than 25 years ago.” 

The suggestions and rec- 
ommendations put forth in 
this book are intended for a 
college-level audience, 
people mature enough to un- 
derstand the consequences 
of their actions, but still searching for a guide. 

According to De Bias’ philosophy, adulthood, or 
independence, is not defined by age, rather by level 
of personal responsibility. 

He explains it as being something that occurs 
“when you have assumed total responsibility for 
yourself and your actions in this world, you are ready 
to decide for yourself what is best for you.” 

In short, though “Coming of Age in Babylon, 
Finding Your Own Reality” can serve as a blueprint 
for determining the path to true happiness,

For some, it is an unrealized 
territory. Over the past eight 
years, PCS has become “more of 
a clinic and less of a counseling 
and outreach program.” 

This leaves most CSUS stu- 
dents without a clue it exists. 

Miller says that she is hopes 


for greater PCS usage among the 
university community as people 
shed their reservations about seek- 
ing therapy or counseling. 

She also says that she would 
like to see greater membership in 
PCS’ group sessions, which start 
at the beginning of each semes- 
ter. 

This spring, groups are meet- 
ing weekly to discuss issues such 


as Overeating, stress management 
and even writer’s block. PCS aims 
at responsiveness toward groups 
interested in starting their own 
focus sessions.

From the music executive’s perspective, soundtracks are often a 
low-risk, high-payoff gamble. 

In addition to being able to ride the crest of free publicity that comes 
with being linked to a movie, soundtracks also provide record labels 
with a showcase for burgeoning talent. 

After beginning with a snippet of dialogue from the film, “Caught 
Up” opens with the passive-agressive rant of “Ride On/Caught Up!,” a 
coarse, rap duet, featuring Snoop Doggy Dogg and Kurupt. 

With the exception of Joe’s generic, junior-high ballad, “U Should 
Know Me,” “Caught Up” pulses with a sense of vibrancy and energy 
that propels the album forward. 

As well as establishing a foundation of solid grooves, stand-out 
tracks like “All In The Club” and “My Buddy” explode with bursts of 
angry, impassioned emotion. 

On the other side of the musical spectrum, “Half Baked” is a 
lethargic, lackadaisical musical romp . 

Predictably loopy and sonically satisfying, the abundance of ear 
candy on “Half Baked” makes for the perfect party soundtrack. 

Judging from the sound of most of the tracks, the artists were 
encouraged to take chances and experiment with new sounds. 

“Virgin Girl,” afunky, atmospheric reggae tune by Smashmouth and 
Chopper, is an’especially successfull departure from the norm. 

Disapointingly though, the album suffers from an overall lack of 
focus. All it takes is a glance at the title of a song title like “We Are 
Dumb,” by Home Grown, to identify it as little more than album filler. 

As well, “The Pusher,” by Cowboy Mouth, is a forgettable, throw- 
away track that has the distinction of being eerily similar to an Adam 
Sandler comedy bit gone awry.

Forward Lindsay Ball scored 10 of 
her team-high 14 points in the half, 
and Lara contributed eight as the 
Hornets led 35-30. 

The Wildcats picked up their play 
in the second half, dominating the 
Hornets on the boards with a 29-12 
rebounding advantage. 

Weber State’s freshman forward 
Brianna O’Brien scored 12 of her 15 
points in the second half as the Wild- 
cats rallied from as much as 10 down 
to take a 60-59 lead with four minutes 
to play. 

“We just ran out of steam,” said 
Huffman. 

Sacramento State’s Kristin 
Niemann tied the game at 62 on a 
three-pointer with a little over two 
minutes to go, but'the Wildcats took 
control down the stretch for the win. 

The Wildcat defense stepped it up 
a notch in the second half and the 
Hornets felt the pressure by shooting 
a paltry 37 percent from the floor and 
only 13 percent from beyond the arc. 

“We just couldn’t buy a bucket,” 
Huffman said, “and thatreally hurt us.” 

The Wildcats also outhustled a 
tired Sac State squad while shooting 
86 percent from the free-throw line 
for the game. The Hornet defense 
only forced nine turnovers in the sec- 
ond half, totaling 23 for the game. 

“It was our defense,” said 
Huffman.

Distance learning 
ot topic at event

aa Swanson said. The goal was to pique interest in 
becoming an emergency medical technician, a nurse, or 
other health care provider. 

| By teaching the class via distance education, all the schools 
were able to link together to form one class. Without the use of 
video conferencing, none of the schools could have raised 
enough interest to individually offer a class in health services. 
. During the show, smaller groups gathered to discuss the 
Jarger questions of distance education. Professors Ann Haffer 
and Jeanne Pfeifer, and librarian Leilani Hall, questioned 
how to find out if distance education was providing quality 
instruction to students. 

| “There is a certain amount of responsibility in being a 
distant learner,” said Pfiefer, professor of teacher education. 
| Haffer and Hall noted communication between instruc- 
tors and students as well as between students themselves was 
the most important aspect of success in distance education. 
\ Pfiefer, who has taught classes using video and audio 
conferencing, pointed out the penalties of not having ad- 
equate communication. While she lectured in front of a 
camera, students would watch in the classroom, at home, and 


at other sites. Yet, when questions directed to a particular

location went unanswered, the whole class was deprived of 
an intelligent response, she said. 

“Not having students participating actually hurt the pro- 
cess,” Pfiefer said. 

Distant students have the option of communicating with 
their instructors through e-mail, conference calls and two- 
way video. 

Hall demonstrated the Library’s Internet resources, in- 
cluding Eureka — the CSUS card catalog system — and 
InfoTrac — a database of articles from periodicals. She 
wants students to be aware of the amount of research that can 


be accomplished without coming onto campus. 


“We wouldlike you tobe able to do this fromhome,” she said.

Community college 
plan unveiled 


California’s community col- 
leges may soon see’ increased 
funding, lower student fees and 
better teacher compensation if 
Lt. Gov. Gray Davis gets his 
plan passed. 

In a speech before the Fac- 
ulty Association of California 
Community Colleges Friday, 
Davis outlined his plan. Davis 
aims for making a community- 
college education available for 
more Californians, and adding 
more full-time instructors and 
improved benefits for part-time 
faculty. 

The plan would continue in 
the footsteps of his College 
Affordability Act last year. The 
act reduced fees at the Univer- 
sity of California by $190, and 
$79 in the California State Uni- 
versity system; and it cut per- 
unit costs at community colleges 
from $13 to $12. 

According to Davis, Califor- 
nia spends about $3,400 per year 
for each community college stu- 
dent, $2,200 less than the na- 
tional average. 

“California’s community col- 
leges receive less government 
support than any other commu- 
nity college system,” Davis said.
